I 
ſhall therefore paſs over Ignatius Loyola, (of 
whom he has told a great Secret, in ſaying 
that he is the Founder of the Jeſuit's Order,) 
as well as when. he tells us that Rouen 1s 
the chief City of Normandy, Ariſtotle, Father 
Hardouin, Father Tournemine, the Rosuzs 
Les Frirons, Father Thomaſſin, Fanſenius, 
Father Amis, Father Germond, Father Dalencon, 
Father Maumouſſeau, the Duke de Ia Force, the 
Marquis de Roure, Father Le Telher , Des 
Cartes, Father Malebranche, Father Tambourin, 
Father De Liitry, Oc. whoſe Names are 
made uſe of Ornamenti Gratid, to ſet off, em- 
belliſh, and lard his Lean and Hungry Account, 
and proceed (though I cannot omit, by the 
way, his vain-glorious Boaſt of having enſnared 


above Twenty of the Old and Younger Sort of 


his Fellow Jeſuits, which he acknowledges 
himfelf to have accompliſh'd rather by the 
Gaiety of his Genius, than by the real Treaſures 
of an enlighten'd and ſolid Mind) to his Dif- 
miſfion from the Order, whereof he muſt have 
been a very unworthy Member, otherwiſe he 
would have been neither confin'd to his Col- 
lege, nor baniſh'd to Ia Fleche, which he ac- 
knowledges to be look d upon as a very great 
Infamy.

this Father of his is no more than a private 
Inhabitant of Morlaix, in Lom-Britain, of 300 
Livres per Annum.) From the Tenour of Part 
of his Certificate above recited, he was ſo far 
from obtaining a Bene deceſſit, that he was ſent 
away, notwithſtanding his profound Knowledge 
in the Art of making Satyrs, with a Satyr on 
Himſelf, full as poignant and ignominious as

of that Magazine of Choice Eloquence has as 
et made its Appearance. Nor could he have 
n deem'd to act a Part worthy of that Po- 
litical Fraternity, in Communion with which 
he received Holy Orders, had he ventur d to 
publiſh his Defence upon the Spot, and in 
the ſame Country, where he had been ad- 
 Judg'd and declared Criminal; ſince it would 
have been much more eaſy to refute eve- 
ry Particular of his Juſtification there, than 
in a Country far diſtant, where Fas and Oo- 
currences never ſo remote from Truth, are apt

howfoever unfix'd and volatile lie appears in

Books and Authorities in relation to Church-

The Scou RG E of Monday, Sep. 2. has 
with the greateſt Clearneſs and Energy of Ar- 
gument exprefly told us the Reaſon of ſuch 
pretended Converſions, and the Artifices of ſuch 
Emiſſaries to obtain Credit with the deluded 
Populace. Therefore, tho' your Lordſhip has 
undoubtedly that very Numerical Paper, having 
the chiefeſt Concern fo to do, it may not be im- 
proper, for the Benefit of thoſe that read me, 
to tranſcribe from that moſt Excellent Aſſer- 
tor and Defender of the Rights of the Church 
and the Prerogatives of the Crown. 

Says he,“ TheLawsof England, it muſt beown- 
ed, have provided with abundance of Wiſdom 
* to diſcover and puniſh thoſe Religious Vermin ; 
te but the moſt exatLawsbeing ſubject to Evaſions 


«© the Politick Fraternity, we perceive, will {till 


venture their Manhood in this Iſland, and un- 
* der the Cant of Perſecution, of renouncing, and 
tfeconin Proteſtants, inſinuate themſelves 18 
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* the Families of our Nobility, and very plen- 
< tifully diffuſe the looſeſt Principles, under the 
* Fganction of the greateſt Patronages. But I am 
* confident, Poſterity will ſtand amazed to ob- 
e ſerve how affectionately aPrelate of the Church, 
< who values himſelf for his Extraordinary Ser- 
vice againſt the Popiſh Cauſe, affords his ve- 
«< nerable Protection to a Member of this ſcan- 
* dalous Order. I muſt beg Leave to fay, that 
my Lord of Bangor, in the Stream of his late 
Conduct, is even and conſiſtent : His Cour- 
* teſy and Good nature are really Admirable, 
< when he chooſes to break through the moſt 
« ſacred Ties of Religion, and give up the Re- 
< putation of his own Order, rather than vio- 
e late the Common Laws of Hoſpitality, or be 
* thought not to act like a Gentleman; but to 


“ palm upon us the Recantation of a Jeſuit, 


< who, by the Rules of his Profeſſion has a 
* Licence to Lye, Cant, and Recant, tramples 
upon the Laws of God and Man by Authority, 
<* trifles with the moſt ſolemn Appeals and Pro- 
<* teſtations, and eſteems Perjury meritorious ! 
«© Surely his Lordſhip puts hard upon the Igno- 
* rance of the preſent Age, and thinks us but 
* meanly read in the Hiſtory of our own Na- 
“ tion, The Proteſtant Name of Benz. Bangor 
may perhaps skreen this Fellow from the No- 
* tice of the Civil Magiſtrate ; but we preſume 
* his Lordſhip will remember the great Char- 
* ter of Nature, and give every Private Perſon 
** Leave to judge of his Sincerity, for himſelf, 
I ſhould now trace him through his Inqui- 
ries after Truth, _ follow him through Pa- 
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pins Book againſt Jurieu, with Arguments, 
drawn, from which he combated with a Brace 
of Proteſtants, down to the Memoirs of Vargas, 


and the Hiſtory of the Council of Trent by 


Fra- Paolo, by which he was made a Proteſtant; 
I ſhould keep him Company, and ſtick cloſe 
by him, in his Endeavours to make a Convert 
of his Father, and a Proſelyte of his Siſter, 
and his Eſcape from the Seminary it is pretend- 
ed he was to have been ſnut up in, by the 
Biſhop of Le Mans: I ſhould examine into 
the Truth of the two Letters which he, like 
a Dutiful Son, intercepted from his Father; 
and take a Review of the Account which he 
gives of himſelf ſince he left France, his Re- 


ception, Sect IV. amongſt the Learned and Ve- 


nerable in Flanders and Holland, and call up- 


on him for the Copies of thoſe Verſes he had 


the Honour to preſent to His Majeſty at the 
Hague, and in London I thould expoſtulate 
with him about the Merits that recommended 
him to Mr. Clerk (who is undoubtedly a Soci- 
nian,) and the late Biſhop of Salisbury, though 
with him a true Chriſttan Biſhop, and a zea- 
lous Enemy to Popery, Perſecution, and Ty- 
ranny: I ſhould caſt an Eye upon the Appeal 
to the whole Town of Croydon, and muſter up 
Evidence againſt him in relation to the Grounds 
they had for ſuſpecting him to be a Presbyte- 
rian, which the late Archbiſhop would much 
rather have had him reputed to be, than a Papiſt, 
notwithſtanding Mr. Warren's Certificate in his 
Behalf, (which faid Mr. Warren ſhould have 
given us the Names of thoſe he had conſulted 
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for a true Account of Mr. Pillonmere's Reality 
and Sincerity of Converſion from the Romiſh 
Religion,) and Mrs, Lowdham's Teſtimonial : 
I ſhould object to him that one from Mr. Mills, 
and his Uſher Mr. Jones, is much wanted, 
and I doubt will be ſtill fo, ſince though your 
Lordſhip's ſecond Letter to that Reverend Per- 
ſon in Mr. P.'s Behalf had a very civil Anſwer, 
it had no ſatisfactory one I ſhould run over 
Section V. relating to the Proteſtant Refugees, 
whom he in all Appearance, out of ſome Ap- 


prehenſions that they may make Diſcoveries of 


his true Behaviour and Character, very ſervile- 
ly ſeeks to curry Favour with: In fine, I might 
purſue my Obſervations through Section VL 
and unfold to the World that he cannot help 
diſplaying the Jeſuit himſelf, while he is ſhew- 
ing the Tendency of Dr. Snape's Principles to 
the Defence of the Authority of the Church 
of Rome, and endeavouring to make that Glo- 
rious Champion of Truth appear as one. But 
ſuch Certificates are preparing for the Preſs, 
and from ſuch unqueſtionable Hands, as tis 
preſum'd will make your Lordſhip aſham'd of 
your New Inmate, (if not your Intimate :) 
And if not, the World will have juſt Reaſons to 
be aſhamed of ſome Body elſe. 

Thus have I gone through as Dirty a Road 
as every I travelFd in, though it is poſſible that 
I may. not be the only Perſon that is mired in 
it.

came to us double. 

A Romiſb Prieſt came to the late Lord Bi- 
ſhop of London, and gave hun to underſtand 
that, after ſome Struggles, he was at laſt re- 
conciled to the Church of England; and ask d 
ſome Proviſion to be made for his Support. 
Very well, ſaid his Lordſhip; and demanded of 
him whether he had gotten a Wife? Les, may it 

leaſe your Lordſhip, was the Convert's An- 

wer. Whereupon he was told that he might

go about his Buſineſs for a Vagabend,, who 
had gotten a Wife, for him to maintain her; 
and ſo they rted. 7 2 F. 
As to your Lordſhip's Poſtſcript, in Reply 
to Dean Sherlock s Conſiderations, &c, That
